Caused Terrible Deed Commit- 
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\JAPS LOSE 2,000 MEN | 
ATTACKING PORT ARTHUR.

Buffalo, N. Y., July 15.—One of the 
most shocking tragedies that ever oc- 
curred in this city eame to light today 
when the dead bodies of Edgar T. Wash. 
burn, a member of the. grain firm of 
Heathfield & Washburn, on the board

Gladys, !I5 years old, 
found in a bed room of their home 
83 Putnam street, this city. 

Mr, Wasrburn had shot and killed his 
wife and daughter and than turned the 


weapon upon his head and killed him- 


self. 

It is believed the deed was committed 
while Mr. Washburn was suffering from 
a temporary fit of insanity. He had 
written a letter recently saying that he 
was having troubles in business. As far 
as is known the members of the fam- 
ily had not had any troubles among 
themselves. 

Last evening was spent by the Wash- 
burn family at the house of a neighbor. 
members of the Washburn family ap- 
peared in a jovial mood. 


Relative Discoverers Tragedy. 
The tragedy was discovered by a rela- 
tive who called at the Washburn house 
shortly after noon today. When the po- 
lice arrived they found Mrs. Washburn 
and her daughter lying dead, side by side 
in. bed and 
floor at the foot of the bed. 
Washburn shot the girl first as she lay 
in bed. When Mrs, Washburn, aroused 
by the shot, partly raised herself in 
the bed, Washburn fired the second shot, 
the bullet entering the woman's left 
temple, causing instant death. Wash- 
burn then picked up a mirror and taking 

aim shot himself in the right temple. 
A letter from Washburn to his partner, 
Ww. G. Heathfield, was most pitiful. It 


said in part: 
Left Detter To Partner. 

‘My Dear Brother Billy: I am about 
to take a step which will be a severe blow 
to you and to all whom have ever held 
me in regard and esteem. I have striven 
hard to make a success of life here, but 
there seems to be something that forever 
upsets my plans. I have hoped that I 
might succeed in business, not so much 
that 4 craved the money for selfish pur- 
poses, as that I might do a good work 
in the world. 

“Do not think that I feel that I am get- 
ting off easily. My belief tn a future 
life teaches me that I must suffer un- 
told agony, but I put a blight upon those 
whom I love and upon those who love me, 
and it seems best that I should drop out 
of the lives of all of earth’s children, and 
perhaps some time, somewhere in the fu- 
ture, 1 may be permitted to work my- 
self into a niche in life where I may be 


able to atone for my errors.’

Conditions in the South African Lep- 
er Settlement Are Indescriba- 
ble—Well Persons Are drag- 
ged Off to the Leper 
Island.

London, July 1!5.—Had it not been for 
the war and the state of things political 
in this country at present. undoubtedly 
more attention would have been attracted 
by a grim story which came from South 
Africa the other day regarding the lepers 
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on Robben island, near Cape Town, for 

this account recalls vividly some of the 

most grewsome pages of ‘‘Ben Hur.” 
Robben island. where for many years 


curiosity of passengers on their arrival 
off Cape Town, and the mere mention of 
it creates a. feeling of horror in the 
minds of residents in the Cape Colony. 
It was in the Cape assembly the other 
day that Dr. Hewat, who is one of the 
most prominent medical men in South 
Africa, made some _ astounding state- 
ments regarding conditions in the leper 
island. 

The doctor sald he knew of between 
sixty and seventy persons condemned to 
a lifelong banishment there amid sur- 
roundings that were Indescribable, but 
who in reality never had been a source 
of danger to any one, and who would not 
be if allowed to go at large. In conse- 
quence, the medica) man said that he now 
refused to certify as lepers those slight- 
ly affected, as he knew that to do so 
would be to banish them at once, and for 
life, to the dread island. And Dr. 
Hewat instanced the case of a man who, 
after having been kept on the island for 
eight years as a leper, was finally dis- 
charged, it having been established con- 
clusively that he had never been af- 
fected by leprosy at all. 

Then this practitioner went on to bring 
scme amazing charges regarding the ad- 
ministration of the leper island. Pa- 
tients sent to Robben for examination, he 
maintained received no consideration at 
al} at the hands of the advisory. board 
there and were left amid awful sur- 
roundings without hope.

There are few 
books for the use of the lepers, and they 
pass the dreary days in musing on the 
terrible fate that has sent them there.

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RETURNS SHOW 
GOOD INCREASE 


There Will Be no Arbitrations 
_of Corporation Returns 
: This Year. 


Two million dollars increase is what 
Comptroller General W. A. Wright esti- 
mates will be shown by the corporation 
returns ‘this year. And this result will 
be attained without a single arbitration. 


there would have to be a number of arbi- 
trations, because the comptroller 
eral insisted on figures which the rail- 
roads did not seem willing to agree to. 
This was principally in the matter of 
franchise tax returns which were reduced 
below the figures of 1903. In every case 
the comptroller general insisted on a 
return to the figures of 1903, and his de- 
mands were complied with. In two cases, 


the Seaboard and the Southern, the 
comptroller general secured large ih- 
ereases in the franchise valuations, 


amounting to a tota] increase on these 
two items alone of about $800,000. 

The remainder of the $2,000,000 in- 
crease in corporation returns is com- 
posed of added rolling stock, new real 
esiate and extensions of present lines. 
The Central of Georgia, the Southern, 
the Seaboard, the Georgia Southern and 
Florida, and practically all the lines 
which had any differences with the 
comptroller general, have come to his 
terms, and as a result there will be no 


arbitrations. It is expensive to arbitrate, 
and none of the corporations were 
anxious this time to indulge in the 
luxury. 


The comptroller general does not think 
the increase in general returns will be 
anything like as large as was the case in 
1903. The increase of $25,000,000 in the 
general returns last year was something 
phenomenal. It rarely ever happens that 
such increases are found in two succes- 
sive years, and it is not likely, he thinks, 
that the present year will snow any 
such increase as that. However, reports 
are coming in from’ several counties 
showing healthy increases in returns. 
Lowndes county, for instance, promises 
an increase of $200,000, and others 
come forward in proportion. It is not 
unreasonable therefore, to look for a 
total increase in the general returns of 
something like $10,000,000. 

The increase in corporation returns in 
1903 was due almost entirely to the 


' franchise tax returns. It igs natural that

These figures would seem almost 
out of the reach of possibility, were they 
not backed by actual data.

At the time of his gofng to the 
department the fertilizer sales for Geor- 
gia were approximately 300,000 tons, 
which was then considered very large, 
the largest for one season since the use 
of commercial fertilizers had been adopt- 
ed to any extent In the state. No one 
connected with the department of agri- 
culture at that time, I dare say, had any 


ever be very largely tncreased, and yet, 
each additional year, showed higher sales, 
until the enormous tonnage of the pres- 
ent year has been reached. It does seem 
that this ought to be the high water 
mark, as it were, in the use of fertilizers 
in Georgia; but whether the sales increasé 
from this point or diminish, there is no 
doubt but that they will always be large. 
There seems to be no danger of Georgia 
losing the reputation of being the largest 
consumer of commercial fertilizers of 
any state in the union. 

The fact of a state using such a large 
quantity of fertilizers almost gives an 
Outsider the idea that what some North 
Carolinans said about Georgia was true, 
‘That Georgia soll was so poor it had 
to be fertilized to make Drick.” 

Now this large and growing use of com- 


for almost every Georgia farmer, and in 
the aggregate means expenditure of a 
large amount of money. It is one of the 
most expensive items of Georgia farming, 
and I believe that thousands of dollars 
are paid out just here which return no 
profit for the investment. I refer to the 
use of potash in compounding fertilizers 
for Georgia soils to be used indiscrimli- 
nately in all sections of the state. From 
the time that commercial fertilizers first 
came into extensive use up to date, it has 
been the popular practice for most men 


in position to give advice to farmers on 
this important question, to always in- 
clude in afertilizer formula nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid and potash. So univer- 
sally has this practice been followed, heTte 
and elsewhere, that fertilizers which do 
not contain all three of tnese ingredients 
are denominated partial or incomplete. 
This is very misleading, for the simple 
reason that any fertilizer supplying what- 
ever fertilizing ingredients that are de- 
ficient in a soil, would be a complete fer- 
tilizer ‘or that soil. 

There are many southern soils which 
have an ample supply of all three ingredi- 
ents, which give value to fertilizing ma- 
terials, and on such soils the application 
of fertilizers has very little or no effect 
on crops. On other soils application of 
phosphoric acid alone gives best results; 
on others, phosphoric acid and nitrogen, 
and still on others nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and potash. In view of these facts 
regarding the requirements of soils in 
fertilizing ingredients, it seems very ex- 


pensive, to say the least of it, for those 
who should properly pilot farmers in this 


| matter, to disregard the SBove facts and 


conditions and universally recommend the 
use of fertilizers containing nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid and potash,
